CONSTRUCTION COMMENTS 


REVISED HOUSING STATISTICS 


Economic data on construction were recently enhanced when the Bureau of the Census issued a revised 
series of housing starts. The methodology underlying the new series was explained in the June 1960 
issue of Construction Review. 


The new series has several advantages over the old. First, its coverage is more complete in areas 
which are conceptually identical. This is the principal factor in the higher average level of the new 
series. In addition, total coverage has been extended to include farm construction, which, although quan- 
titatively quite small—possibly in the area of 20,000 or 30,000 starts—means that all housing is now 
counted. Comparing the two series on a conceptual level at which they are comparable, namely, total 
nonfarm housing starts, the new series in 1959 is about 11 percent higher than the old one. Housing 
start record levels previously believed to be at approximately 1.4 million units annually now measure 
almost 1.6 million units, according to the new series. 


The second advantage of the revised housing start series is the more realistic portrayal of the month- 
to-month movements as compared with the old figures. Although the estimates in both series are based 
on building permit data, the methods of estimating starts from permits is different. The old series was 
derived by the application of a uniform pattern of time lags between the issuance of building permits 
and starts, based on occasional studies. The new Census Bureau technique involves monthly field sur- 
veys to measure the number of new starts actually resulting from the building permits issued. As yet, 
only the figures for the first five months of 1960 reflect the greater month-to-month accuracy of the new 
technique because it was not practicable to incorporate this new feature in the revised estimates for 1959. 
This omission largely explains the smooth trend of the new 1959 figures. 


The greater accuracy of the new series in measuring month-to-month movements is suggested when 
these changes are compared with those of the old series for the period from February through April of 
this year. The old series showed atypical seasonal increase of 21,300 housing starts in March as com- 
pared with February, an unlikely occurrence according to analysts aware of both the mortgage money 
situation and the disturbing effect on construction of unusually severe weather conditions over much of 
the country in March. In contrast, the March figure of the new series registered an increase of only 
3,500 units, more in line with the special circumstances affecting this particular month. 


The greater reliability of the new Census Bureau technique is also demonstrated by a comparison be- 
tween the two series for April 1960. The new series showed a sharp April increase of almost 31,000 
nonfarm units, which appears to be a realistic reflection, in part, of a carryover of starts originally 
scheduled for March. However, the old series showed again merely a typical seasonal rise in April of 
only 11,400 nonfarm units, a surprisingly small change, considering the special weather situation in the 
March-April period. 


A third advantage of the new housing start series stems from the availability of measures of the sta- 
tistical reliability of each monthly estimate. This contrasts with the infrequent measures of reliability 
which were made available for the old series. It is now possible, therefore, to make current appraisals 
of the statistical significance of monthly movements. 


A short-run problem with the new series concerns the seasonally adjusted figures. A fully adequate 
seasonal adjustment technique can be developed only aftera series has produced monthly measurements 
for a number of years. The new series obviously does not yet fulfill this requirement. Consequently, it 
was necessary to devise an interim method of seasonally adjusting the figures. The method was essen- 
tially that of imputing to the new series the seasonal characteristics of the old one. It is difficult at this 
time to assess the adequacy of this technique. It is possible, however, that considerable unevenness in 
the seasonally adjusted figures during the next year or two may result from this treatment, thereby in- 
creasing the difficulty of interpretation. 


The higher level of housing starts as measured by the new series indicates that the relative impor- 
tance of the FHA and VA programs in the overall housing picture is less than previously believed. The 
FHA and VA starts figures are actual measures arising from the operations of these agencies, and are 
unaffected by the introduction of the new housing starts series. Under these circumstances, starts under 
these Government programs now represent a smaller proportion of the total. For example, in 1959, 
FHA and VA starts accounted for 29 percent of total private nonfarm starts in the revised series, in 
contrast to nearly 33 percent in theoldseries. Thus any change in FHA or VA starts has a lesser rela- 
tive effect on total housing starts than heretofore believed. 
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New Statistics on the Electric Heating Industry* 


Manufacturers’ shipments of electric heating 
equipment amounted to $27.8 million in 1959— 
possibly a record volume. This figure includes 
only electric heating equipment which is permanent- 
ly attached and an integral part ofa building struc- 
ture. All types of portable electric heaters are 
excluded. 

These data were obtained from a survey of all 
known manufacturers of electric heating equipment 
conducted by the Building Materials Division of the 
Business and Defense Services Administration. 
This survey is a part of a more extensive study 
| presently being made of most segments of the heat- 
ing equipment industry. 

The market potential for the use of electricity 
as the heat-producing medium in all types of space 
heating equipment has long been recognized. Pro- 
motional effort by electric utilities and others is 
apparently producing results, especially in the mar- 
ket for residential heating systems. Historically, 
warm-air furnace equipment and wet-heat, or 
“hydronic,” systems have dominated the residential 
field. Both systems utilize gas, oil, or solid fuel 
as the heat-producing medium. 

Based upon 1959 shipments of electric heating 
equipment, it appears that the use of electricity 
as the heat-producing medium has assumed grow- 
ing importance in the heating field, previously 
dominated by gas and oil. Electric heat is of 
course adaptable for use in warm-air furnaces or 
wet-heat installations. 

The annual volume of heat-producing equipment 
manufactured for habitable structures is approxi- 
mately $387 million, including electric heat, warm- 
air furnaces, and steel and cast iron heating 
boilers. Of this total, approximately 46 percent 
use gas as a heat source; 42 percent oil; 7 percent 
electricity; and 5 percent solid fuel. 

Of the manufacturers contacted in the survey, 
13 stated that they did not manufacture electric 
heating equipment in 1959 but that production was 
contemplated in 1960 or soon thereafter. There is 
every indication that the use of electricity as a 
fuel for all types of space heating is receiving 
careful attention from the entire heating equipment 
manufacturing industry.

Shipments of electric baseboard radiation equip- 
ment accounted for nearly 30 percent of total ship- 
ments, apparently following the upward trend of 





baseboard radiation utilized in the wet-heat sys- 
tems. Convector type radiation and baseboard 
radiation together accounted for slightly more than 
65 percent of total shipments. Although the princi- 
pal market for electric heat is in new-home con- 
struction, and rehabilitation of existing dwellings, 
it is also adaptable for use in commercial struc- 
tures. Unit heaters are used mainly incommercial 
and industrial installations. Unit ventilators are 
primarily used in commercial and school construc- 
tion.

In 1959, more than 21 percent of reported ship- 
ments of electric heating equipment were to the 
Pacific region of the United States—California, 
Oregon, and Washington. The East North Central 
region received slightly more than 15 percent of 
shipments. Regional destination of shipments is 
set forth in detail in table 2. 


THE 1960 OUTLOOK 


The speed with which electric heat achieves 
greater public acceptance will probably depend on 
operating costs and technological advances in elec- 
tric heating equipment. There is every indicatior 
that the electric utility companies are preparing tc 
step up sales promotion to a marked degree. Pro- 
motional activities by manufacturers and power 
companies during the last few years already have 
resulted in electric heat becoming a definite factor 
in the domestic heating market. Although statis- 
tical data on shipments of electric heating equip- 
ment are lacking for the years prior to 1959, 1959 
was undoubtedly the best year to date for electric 
heating equipment because of the increased promo- 
tional activity. 

Evaluating these facts and industry opinion, it 
appears that more electric heating equipment should 
be sold in 1960 than in 1959. It would also appear, 
with lower electric rates for heating, that electric 
heating equipment will become increasingly com- 
petitive with other types of heating equipment in the 
ensuing years.

Part A-Construction Put in Place 


NOTE: Estimates for September, October and November 1959 reflect the results of special surveys of a sample of builders and con- 
tractors undertaken to obtain information about any effect that steel shortages may have had on construction work done in those 
months. Results of these surveys have been applied to the figures derived from the normal estimating procedures. 


No special survey was made on the effect of the steel strike after November. In view of the resumption of steel production in No- 
vember, it was assumed that shortages of steel for construction purposes continued after November but that these shortages were not 
so great as during November and that these continued shortages resulted in less curtailment of construction activity. It was further 
assumed that the degree of curtailment of construction activity for each type of construction would decline from the November level to 
zero in one, two, or three months, dependent on the degree of curtailment shown for that type of construction in November. 


With the exception of the special surveys mentioned above, these monthly estimates are not based on direct measurements. Prima- 
tily, they are derived by applying standard progress patterns (which reflect normal seasonal movements) to the value of contracts 
awarded prior to the current month. The estimates do not reflect the effects of the varying number of working days indifferent months, 
nor of special conditions influencing the volume of activity in any given month, such as unusual weather, overtime, postponements, 
and—except when special surveys are made—materials shortages and work stoppages.
